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INTRODUCTION 


“These are the times that try men's souls. The summer 
soldier and the sunshine patriot will, in this crisis, shrink 
from the services of his country; but he that stands it now 
deserves the love and thanks of men and women. Tyranny, 
like hell, is not easily conquered; yet we have this con- 
solation with us, that the harder the conflict the more glor- 
ious the triumph. What we obtain too cheap we esteem too 
lightly; "15 dearness only that gives everything its value. 
Heaven knows how to put a proper price upon its goods; 
and it would be strange indeed if so celestial an article as 
freedom should not be highly rated.” The foregoing quota- 
tion is from “The Crisis” a writing of Thomas Paine, com- 
posed during the Revolutionay War times of our country. 
I have used this portion of Paine's essay for I feel that any 
group of words 1 may compose myself could not express аз 
well my thinking at this time. 


One year ago we entered upon the mid-year of the 
Twentieth Century. At that time it was the general feeling 
that we we had reached an economic “leveling-off”, that 
perhaps we could settle down to more or less normal living, 
that there was hope for a peaceful settlement of world 
problems! At that time most of us could not see that we 
were entering upon a year which would turn out to be the 
beginning of another crisis in the series of crisis that we 
have experienced in our generation. At that time our plans 
were those plans which are designed to maintain and im- 
prove those community services which make a municipality 
a desirable place to live and work. 


Unfortunately, there has been placed upon us the burden 
of planning and administration created by another serious 
threat of all-out war within a decade. Even more unfor- 
tunately, if all-out war should come, it will probably be the 
war that we have all dreaded—a war that may reach our 
—— frontier, where our loved ones may be seriously af- 
ected. 


I do not dwell upon the seriousness of our present situa- 
tion to induce hysteria and panic пог to over-exaggerate the 
war scare. But I am ever conscious of the gravity of world 
events which have a bearing on the well-being of our 
citizens. 


We must not become hysterical, but we must plan and 
act for preparedness in order to protect the general welfare 
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of our citizens in Ше event of any emergency. We cannot 
bury our heads in the sand in “ostrict-like” fashion—but in- 
stead we must face up to realities with courage, fortitude, 
and a strong faith in Almighty God whose will must be done. 


CIVIL DEFENSE 


During such abnormal times as these our Town govern- 
ment must add to its long list of services normally rendered 
to its citizens, protection from war-fare which may be visited 
upon our homes. For this purpose our Bloomfield Civil De- 
fense organization was activated several months ago. The 
organization of this activity is well under way and I should 
like to take this opportunity to express for myself and on 
behalf of all the citizens of Bloomfield our appreciattion to 
the members of the Civil Defense organization who have so 
heroaj volunteered to undertake a tremendous respon- 
sibility. 


But, while this relatively small group of our citizens 
have been working hard and devoting a large portion of 
their spare time in the interests of preparedness, most of 
our citizens have been willing to sit back complacently in 
spite of the gravity of the world situation. Reiterating in 
the words of Thomas Paine, and I quote, “Heaven knows 
how to put a proper price upon its goods; and it would be 
strange indeed if so celestial an article as freedom should not 
be highly rated.” Heaven has placed the price of death 
upon some of our citizens; on many others it has placed the 
price of fighting in a terrible war under extremely adverse 
conditions in a foreign land. How small, then, is our price 
on the home front—Are we going to share in this small way? 


I call upon all our citizens to respond to the request for 
volunteers. I call upon this governing body to make avail- 
able the necessary funds for an adequate defense program. 
And I call upon our Civil Defense Council to redouble their 
efforts in the organization of a completely effective defense 
program. 


There are those who feel that we are unnecessarily 
alarmed about the possibilities of war that reaches our 
homes. They feel that it “can't happen here”, and therefore 
we should not pay the price in money and time for an ade- 
quate defense. To these I say, it it does not happen here, 
we can give thanks to our Maker. In the meantime, I feel 
LT we must prepare for the possible worst and hope for the 

t. 


I feel that the monetary price for an adequate home de- 
fense is not prohibitive. There is much we can do in the 
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line of training volunteers to augment our police, fire, medi- 
cal and other services at relatively small cost. And there is 
much that can be done at little cost in the way of educating 
our citizens in defense measures in their homes and places 
of business. I feel that this “Family Unit” defense is ex- 
tremely important and can contribute greatly in protecting 
the welfare of our people. 


We cannot wait for the Federal government to take us 
by the hand and to give us the monetary wherewithal to 
provide the necessary defense of our municipality. To the 
greatest extent we must prepare ourselves and, in this con- 
nection, our sorest need at this time is voluntary man power. 
I trust that our citizens will respond. to fill this need just as 
quickly as possible. 


FINANCES AND TAXES 


There were activities during the year 1950 which are, I 
believe, further indication that our Town is considered a 
desirable community for residence and business. Much 
residence development has taken place. New business has 
been established and modernizing improvements have been 
made in many existing places of business. To me, these are 
signs that Bloomfielders are and have been receiving full 
value for their tax dollars. Continued high tax collections 
also attest to this fact. The rate of tax collections in 1950 
was 96.43% as compared with 96.34% for the year 1949. 


The fact that our community enjoys a desirable financial 
position is well established. Evidence of this is reflected 
in the unusually low rate of interest we received for our last 
bonds and the active competition displayed in the purchase 
of these bonds. In this bond sale thirteen bidders partici- 
pated and the bonds were sold at the rate of 12%. We, of 
the governing body, are appreciative of this demonstration 
of confidence and will strive to continue to deserve it. We 
shall continue in our attempt to give the best possible 
municipal services at the least possible cost. And I am con- 
fident that our Town employees will continue their coopera- 
tion to this end. 


IMPROVEMENTS 


During the year 1950 many improvements have been 
completed and others started. These improvements and 
additions and extensions to existing improvements have 
included street paving, curbing, sidewalks, storm sewers, 
sanitary sewers and others. Large housing developments 
have been or are being erected. All utilities for these de- 
velopments either have been completed or are in the pro- 
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cess of construction. The new and enlarged Brookdale Fire 
Station is in the process of construction and should be ready 
for use early in 1951. 


There are many improvements still to be made and it 
is planned that progress on these will be made during 1951, 
insofar as possible in view of pending war-time restrictions 
on materials and construction of a non-defense nature. 


Our Town Engineer has been instructed to proceed with 
plans for construction of a roadway in the old canal bed 
from Belleville Avenue to link with East Passaic Avenue 
to provide a route to augment our heavily travelled and 
traffic-jammed Broad Street. I feel that this is probably one 
of the most important and appropriate improvements to be 
made at this time in view of the Broad Street traffic bottle- 
neck and I feel that we should press for the completion of 
this project in 1951. This project should qualify for State 
aid but, I believe, that with or without such State aid, we 
must proceed with its construction as soon as plans for it 
are completed. 


Bloomfield has a large investment in its many miles of 
paved streets. Many of these streets are showing signs of 
wear and deterioration. In order to preserve and prolong 
the life of these pavements, I feel that we should engage in 
a program of repair and rehabilitation of these streets. This 
program should be a must for 1951 for, although emergency 
restrictions may prevent us from undertaking many de- 
sirable improvements, I feel sure that such a street re- 
habilitation program would not be seriously curtailed. 


ZONING 


The zoning problem is, at best, a difficult one and is at 
times one of the most distasteful duties that fall upon our 
governing body. But, as thorny as these problems are, zon- 
ing is extremely important to the long-range welfare of our 
municipality and, therefore, we must face it forthrightly 
and attempt to use our best judgment in decisions reached in 
zoning matters. 


Our Planning Board is presently reviewing zoning on 
a Town-wide basis. I trust that within the year 1951, we 
may be able to accomplish the enactment of a completely 
revised zoning ordinance. I am sure that an up-to-date zon- 
ing ordinance will make easier the solution of our zoning 
problems. 


NEW SERVICES 
I am happy to announce that a new service to our citi- 
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zens established during 1950 has been quite enthusiastically 
received by our people. I refer to the Traveling Library 
Branch which is unique in a relatively populous community 
such as Bloomfield. Unique as it may be, it has demon- 
strated its practicability and, I am sure, has made unneces- 
sary for some years to come the establishment of stationary 
library branches which would be costly in initial investment 
and annual maintenance. 


When the Amercian Red Cross abandoned its Public 
Health Nursing Service on June 30th, 1950, the newly- 
organized Public Health Nursing Association of Bloomfield 
and Glen Ridge took over the services which had been ren- 
dered by the Red Cross. Our Town has helped greatly in 
subsidizing this vital service to our citizens and I feel that, 
until such time as other arrangement might be made, we 
еа continue to support this extremely important health 

unction. 


Since the League for Friendly Service has found it 
necessary to discontinue the tuberculosis nursing service, 
Which it has rendered so conscientiously for many years, the 
Bloomfield Board of Health is prepared to take over this ser- 
vice as of today. Fortunately, the cost to add this function 
to our other health services will be rather small and we are 
happy that this vital health service can be continued for the 
benefit of the citizens of Bloomfield. 


SCHOOLS 


We, of Bloomfield, may be proud of our school system. 
We have made a large investment in the educattion of our 
children and we shall continue to make large investments 
for for I am sure that a better investment cannot be found. 
These many dollars spent have been most fruitful of good 
results. Our school system has received publicity in nation- 
ally circularized journals of education. Educators from 
some of our finest universities, including Columbia, New 
York University and Rutgers, have visited our schools to 
study our programs, methods of teaching, child guidance and 
other phases of the education system. In many instances 
phases of our school program have been held out as models 
and copied by other school systems. We can be proud of 
this record and should be comforted in the knowledge that 
our school dollars and being wisely spent. 


Plans for the new Elementary School to be located on 
the School Street property should be completed by March of 
this year. Construction should start very soon thereafter 
and it is expected that this new addition to our school plant 
should be ready for occupancy in September of 1952. 
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Plans for the addition of a combination auditorium- 
gymnasium to Demarest School are being drawn and should 
be completed during the spring of 1951. It is expected that 
this project, too, will go into construction during the coming 
year. 


Of course, our plans for these school construction pro- 
jects will depend to a very large measure upon governmental 
restrictions on materials and construction. 


POLICE AND FIREMEN'S PENSION FUND 


I have asked the Police and Firemen’s Pension Fund 
Commission to include in its budget a request for funds to 
pay for an actuarial study of the fund in 1951. I believe that 
this Fund enjoys an excellent financial position at this time. 
But, because it will be necessary to pay substantial amounts 
from the Fund for many years after those eligible to its 
benefits have finished making contributions, I feel that only 
an expert actuarial survey can tell us what its financial posi- 
tion will be several years hence. If such a projected study 
indicates that the Town's yearly contribution will have to 
be increased substantially in the future, it would be more 
prudent administration to make large contributions each 
year from now on rather than to find it necessary to con- 
tribute a burdensome amount at some future time. I there- 
fore, strongly urge that the Council approve this budget item 
to make possible this important survey. 


PRESS 


It has been said that the American press is the “watch 
dog of democracy”. I must subscribe to this idea for I feel 
that our newspapers have done an excellent job of dissemi- 
nating to our citizens information concerning our town gov- 
ernment activities. Active interest in affairs of our town is 
conducive to good government and I am grateful that the 
newspapers have done so much to create such interest among 
our citizens. For the most part our press representatives 
have done an excellent job of reporting the facts honestly 
and forthrightly. Regardless of weather on the drudgery of 
prolonged meetings, our newspapermen have stood by to get 
the story so that they could report it to all who are interested 
enough to read Ше papers. For this devotion to their 
Journalistic duties in Bloomfield, I wish to thank our repre- 
sentatives from the Independent Press, the Newark Evening 
News and the Herald News. 


CONCLUSION 
In order to avoid unnecessary repetition, I have not dis- 
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cussed at length many matters which are of vital importance 
but upon which I expressed myself in the message of one 
year ago. I do, however, wish to say that my thinking as 
expressed in my last message is substantially the same on 
the matters of the Master Plan, off-street parking, capital 
improvement programming, reapportionment of wards, ad- 
ministration, budgeting, and publie relations. I refer those 
who may be interested in my thoughts on these matters to 
the 1950 Annual Message. 


I should like to take this opportunity to express, for my- 
self and on behalf of my colleagues on the governing body, 
sincere appreciation to our town employees who have been 
so loyal in their services, to all the many citizens who have 
given so freely of their time to serve on our many advisory 
boards without monetary renuneration, and to all others who 
have, in one way or another, contributed to the welfare of 
Bloomfield and its many citizens. We are most grateful for 
these civic-minded citizens, for without them, the task of 
administrating the affairs of our town would be so much 
more difficult. 


In this coming year, which holds for us we know not 
what, it may be well for each of us to pause frequently, take 
a personal inventory, and utter a prayer which was offered 
by Saint Francis of Assisi as follows: 


Lord make me a channel of Thy peace 

That where there is hatred—I may bring love, 

That where there is wrong—I may bring the spirit of 
forgiveness, 

That where there is discord—I may bring harmony, 

That where there is error—I may bring truth, 

That where there is doubt—I may bring faith, 

That where there is dispair—I may bring hope, 

That where there are shadows—I may bring light, 

That where there is sadness—I may bring joy. 


It is my sincere wish that this year of 1951, which we are 
entering upon today, will be a happy and prosperous one for 
you gentlemen, my colleagues on the Council, for all our 
employees and their families, and for all the citizens of 
Bloomfield. May we all keep a prayer constantly in our 
hearts that this year will see established a permanent peace 
for all people throughout the world.
